Four Bodies Found in the Ruins 
Wednesday — Several Persons 
Die of Their Injuries. 


Herman, Neb., June 15.—Ten were 
killed and about 25 injured in Tuesday 
night’s tornado. It is thought all are 
now accounted for unless the storm has 
been more disastrous in the country 
than now anticipated. Not a single 
building in the town is left.

The loss of property aggregates $150,-

been completely destroyed. Only six 
structures remain intact, three in the 
north and the same number in the 
south part of the town. These com- 
prise four residences, the schoolhouse 
and one church. The population is in 
a pitiable condition. Those who lost 


their homes, and there are about 500 


of them, are absolutely without. re- 
sources and must depend on public 
charity for sustenance and a chance to 
begin life over again. The few who 
escaped without injuries or loss of 
property are so completely dazed that 
they know not what to do. 

Relief Work. 

The work of relief has already begun, 
and in a substantial manner. Abouta 
hundred of the unfortunates are housed 
at Blair. The latter town raised $200 
as a relief fund, and the Washington 
county authorities appropriated $500 
for the same purpose. Two dozen tents 
were sent out from Blair and are oc- 
cupied by the homeless. The Blair fire 
department has been on guard at the 
scene of the disaster, keeping depre- 
dators away, though there is nothing 
left to steal. Household goods and 
everything went to pieces in the wild 
swirl that obliterated the town. Ad- 
vices from Blair state that most of the 
injured there are doing well. The dead 
will be buried to-day. It is hoped that 
in a few days the work of rebuilding 
will begin. Offers of assistance are 
pouring in from all quarters. 

Story of the Storm, 

One of the best descriptions of the 
storm was received from J. «A. Kelly, 
a Council Bluffs traveling man. 

“With a number of other guests I was 
dining in the hotel,” he said, ‘when sud- 
denly the wind began to rise and grow very 
violent. I hastened to the window and 
looked to the north. I could see two im- 
mense clouds, separated by quite a bit of 
sky, swirling and churning wrathfully. 
We at once felt that a cyclone was at 
hand. Our suspicions were confirmed 
when we saw that the two divisions of 
clouds were rapidly converging into the 
traditional funnel shape. But while we 
looked it seemed to us that the cloud 
would sweep to the west and avoid the 
town. When it reached a point to the 
northwest we were terrified to see it sud- 
denly: change its course and make directly 
for the town. We all hurried into the cel- 
lar and saw no more of the cyclone, but we 
knew by the frightful din that it was 
working havoc in the town. When it had 
passed we emerged from the cellar and 
found that the hotel had been wrecked 
and that every building in town had been 
blown down, with the exception of an 


isolated few on the outskirts. The cyclone 
had swept right down the main street,

All the fires 
which had been smoldering for 36 
hours were extinguished, and a num- 
ber of cellars, in which dead bodies 
were supposed to be, were cleared up. 
The militia kept strict guard around 
the edges of the devastated district, 
and no one who could not show excel- 
lent cause for admission was allowed 
inside the lines.

The alarming increase in the mortal- 
ity from eancer in Great Britain has 
induced the people of London to or 
ganize a society to combat the disease. 
At the inaugural meeting last week it 
was stated that if the increas be 
maintained there will be more deaths 
from cancer in 1909 than from con- 
sumption, small pox and typhoid fever 
combined. It was pointed out that 
deaths from cancer have been doubled 
in New York in the last ten years. 
Great Britain shows a ratio of increase 
per million in the same time from 385 
to 787.

The beet sugar bounty bill is once 
more through both houses of the Mich- 
igan legislature, and before the gov- 
ernor. The senate substitute, cutting 
the bounty from one cent to one-half 
cent per pound, was concurred in by 
the house yesterday by a vote of 61 to 
26, without any debate or opposing 
speeches. Rep. Howell offered an 
amendment to strike out the provision 
that if the fund of $225,000 per 
provided for in the bill, does not cover 
the bounty, the deficiency shall be paid 
out of the general fund. He wanted to 
fix it so that $450,000 would be the limit 
for the two years, and if that did not 
hold out, to divide it pro rata among 
the factories, but his amendment was 
promptly voted down.

The beet sugar bounty bill is once 


more through both houses of the Mich-
